VISION is so precious and the 
ey e so delicate th a t injuries which 
would be trifling 
elsewhere m ust 
be given prompt attention when 
they occur to the ey es. 
A flurry of dust, 
carried on a 
high wind, can set up a certain 
amount of irritation 
merely by 
brushing over the sensitive mem­ 
branes of the eye. This is not a 
serious condition, 
whether caused 
by dust or other 
foreign m aterial, 
but it can often result in soreness, 
redness and much 
discomfort and, 
hence, req uires treatm ent. 
Soothing Oil 
In a case like this, where there 
is generalized irritation 
without 
actual scratching or cutting, the 
best thing to do 
is to use a drop 
or two of soothing oil and 
then put 
the eye at rest. A fter a day or so 
the condition usually clears 
up. 
If the cornea or front part of 
the eyeball is injured, the condi­ 
tion is serious enough to 
req uire 
treatment by a doctor. 
Such in­ 
juries may come about rn many 
way s. A baby , for instance, may 
scratch the cornea with his finger­ 
nail. In older people, blows 
or a 
bit of metal thrown into 
the ey e 
may cause this ty pe of damage. 
Sometimes these scratches are 
difficult to see. For this reason, Dr. 
F rank W. Law of England, sug­ 
gests the use of a preparation 
known as fluorescein to locate 
them. A drop or two of a solution 
of fluorescein is put into the 
ey e 


and the excess is then washed out 
w ith water. 
Then, a drop or two of boric acid 
solution is put into the ey e and any 
injury to the cornea will show it­ 
self by a green stain produced by 
the fluorescein. The fluorescein 
will also show injuries which have 
occurred to the conjunctiva or lin­ 
ing membrane over the ey eball. 


Other T reatm ent 


These injuries to the cornea are 
also treated by putting the ey e at 
rest, putting some antiseptic sub­ 
stance such as a sulfonam ide oint­ 
m ent in the ey e to ward off infec­ 
tion and using preparations which 
are soothing and relieve the pain 
and discomfort. 
B its of dust, m etal or other 
objects may get into the ey e. If 
these objects lodge on the conjunc­ 
tiva they are usually removed 
q uite easily by the doctor. If they 
are on the front p a rt of the ey e­ 
ball or cornea, they may be so 
small that they cannot be seen 
w ithout a m agnify ing glass. Some­ 
tim es the object is imbedded in 
the cornea. 
Unless an object can be easily 
removed from the ey e, the services 
of a phy sician should be obtained 
promptly . It is often necessary for 
the doctor to use some pain-dead­ 
ening substance in the ey e before 
the object can be taken out. 
W hile these ey e injuries may 
not seem serious, if they are neg­ 
lected, they may lead to permm- 
nent damage to the ey esight.

DENVER, Colo., Sept. l l —Sec­ 
retary of Interior J. A. K rug said 
today that increasing demands for 
minerals and a decreasing reserve 
has created a serious problem that 
deserves the closest attention of 
industry and government. 
In an address before the Amer­ 
ican Mining congress, Krug said 
that “our main purpose is to devise 
means to assure the United States 
mineral sufficiency for all pur­ 
poses 
and

stances.” 
“The rise of American industry 
is measured by m ineral discovery 
development and tlje staggering 


extent of m ineral production,” he 
said. 
“Now the tim e has come 
when prudence demands that we 
take inventory and 
realistically

“If wre are to get on with the 
job of replenishing cur mineral re­ 
serves, uncertainties as to govern­
